Mpley Account of the Delnware Flzzle -Shnme-
ful Apnthy of the White Men -Ne Convention
Meld.

For geveral weeks past, says the Wilmington
Commercial of last evening, a call has been
before the poople of this State for a Btate Mass
Convention of white men to organize n “"White
Man’s Party"” which should sbsorb all the De-
mocracy and that large number of Republicansa
that Democrats believe to be lying around loose
outside their party.

‘I'he convention, it was gald, was to be held at
Dever, and bills announcing the fact were sent
to two of the anti-Baulsbury Democrats there, to
be put up, but said bills are belleved to be, ns
yet, peaccefully slumbering in the desks of the
gentlemen aforesaid, and Dover has not, to this
day, had ofticial notice of the honor intended to
be conferred upon her,

The gentlemen Iintercsted in the proposed
convention, expecting to have all the “White
Meu" of the Btate flocking to Dover, urged the
raflroad to make suitable preparations for
carrying the host, and the company sccordingly
issued halfl tickets, put extra cars on the morn-
ing train down, and [ssued orders for the after-
noon train, which stops at Harringlon, to con-
tinue on to Beaford: all this that the acconche-
ment of the new party might come off com-
fortably and with eclat

The train started from Wilmington with three
enthuglastic “white men," without regard to
party, and one enthusiastic **Demoerat,” with-
out regard to color, who proclaimed himself a
lovker-on,

New Castle contributed another delegate.

At Middletown it wae expected that a large
delegation would come on, and everybody's
head was out of the window looking for the
walting throng of white men. When the train
stopped one individual guietly stepped on, and
that was all. This was surprising; vay, alarming.
The Middletown Democracy have, for years,
had but ove eause for pride and congratulution,
and that was that they “‘weren't niggers,” and
if they falled to reepond to such a call, who
would respond ?

Well, there's hope in Townesend! let us wait
till we get to Townsend. Bamuel, of that name,
is the Grand Mogul of the new movement, and
he will bring a crowd.

The traln stopped, and our venerable friend
Samuel and his brother John and swother man
got abourd. **Omnly this and nothing more.”

“Things is serious now,” and the nine white
men look into each other's eves with alarm—
but stop ! there & yet hope. Smyrnoa lies ahead
of them, and bas not all the white flesh of
Smyrna been made to creep by the extracts
recently read there from a French book by
Benator Bayard? Smyrna will doubtless do 1ts
duty. The train stops and one man gets on to
represent Bmyma nnd Clayton too,

his completes the delegates, and nobody

eays anythivg for a wmile or two, Somebody
suggests that the upper portlon of the State s
no longer much of o place for ralsing peaches,
and all the “delegates” doubtless quietly think
with a bitter pang that it Is a poorer place still
for ralsing white men, and say—*'wait Lill the
train from down country comes."”

We all get to Dover, and o curlons crowd of
boys ig at the depot Lo see the ghostly array of
white men, doutitless expecting to ee a proces-
sion uniformed in winding sheets. Becing ten
men in ordioary garb get off, the juveniled
turned away dirgnsted,

Dover wore its usual Sunday-like aspect, and
the imperturbable calm was not disturbed by
the convention. It appeared that all the Domo-
crats had concluded to stay in their hondes, and
this of course left the streets of the town almoat
deserted, as the group of white men went quietly
along, painfully conscious of the fact that many
a pair of eyes were looking through the blinds
at them,

The Delawarian office had out no banners,
the Btate House doors were not open, Governer
Baulsbury did not make his appearance on the
streets, and brother Ell quletly watched the
thing from bhis den on the corner of the State
House, while not an ex-member of the Legisla-
tare was to be found in the Lown.

Presently the train from below arrived, and
with it from thirteen to fifteen more *“‘white
men," and that was all,

The fifteen looked at the ten, and the ten
looked at the fifteen, and then all looked at Sam
Towneend, and then all gazed on the ground.
Presently some bold man sald, “Let’s go home,”
and as soon as opportanity offered they went.

And thus ended the White Maun s Conveantion
at Dover.

The Ex-Queen Isnbelln In Straltened Clronm-
sinnces,

The charge brought some time back against
the ex-(ueen of Spaln of carrying off a part of the

The whols then loosed their belta and made n smddon
attack upon the populace, The lstter retaliated with
wueh enorgy, and a confliot of u fierce and bloody naturo
ocourred, Vhere were shiouts of morder, and ories for
police, but no police apoearsd. Stones were freely nsed
on both sides, and blood flowed in profusion, and forsome
minutes & soene of an undeseribable nature transpired
opposite the honse of a butchor: a soldier waslevelled Lo
the ground by a blow of & stone on the bhead, while in
yarious quariers soldiers might be seen striking wildl
with their bolts esch other and the people, us if they di
not care whom they strock.

The police at length arrived, but matters arose to such
n climax that their prosence was powerless in restorin

eace, anid even at one time the ire of the military seom

» be turned against the constabulary. & hercnlean mem-
ber of which took refuge in sn old sugar cask belonging
to a cooper, who speedily ejected him. The soldiers then
began Lo grodually retreat, minus in many cases thoir hata
and tunics. As lhﬂ{,wou proceeding to barracks some of
them were seen by the writer to pick up stones and throw
them arong the crowd.

That the expe.ition fo Marathon was underiaken
with the full knowledge and consent of the Greek Gov
ernment, under the formal Ilrutm.-lmn of an ascort, nnd
even, astlere is 18ason Lo believe, with the assurance Lhat
puch protection was UNNeCcOSEArY.

Seovnd. That the eapture of she whale party osourred
within a very few miles of Athens, and thar wnen it had
o tukon place the means of ransom o the last farthing
were immedintely forthooming, without reference to vhie
Greck Governipent. :

Third. Tioat the Greek Governmont were distiuetly
warned that any emplyyment of force against the brigands
would be followed by the massacre of the prisoners, asd
that they gave a salemn promise, which was communi-
cated to the prigands, that they should not be molested,

Fourth, That, faise to this promise, the Grook Gavern
ment did send, or alinw to be seat, troops, who surrcunded
the briganas, and thas deliberately § roveked the mas
sacre

Fitth, We know Lthat an amnesty was a vital point with
the brigands, apd would bave saved the prisonera The
Greek Governmoot refused this on apparestly frivolous
groumtds: but, sssuming that their objection to It was
reascnable, it was st loast & mutter for further considera.
Lon. By attacking the brigunds the Greok (ioverament
destroyed wll chanece of success, and are thus now whelly
snd sulely segountabile to the English psople.
